In  introducing  the  116th  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  ol  Directors  of 
this  Royal  Institute,  I wish  firstly  to  express  my  sincere  personal 
appreciation  to  my  director  colleagues,  ol  their  assiduous  and 
unremitting  efforts  directed  to  the  welfare  of  the  children  and  my 
thanks  for  the  consistently  loyal  support  which  I,  as  nominal  head 
of  this  organisation,  have  received.  For  this  I am  most  grateful. 

The  year  reviewed  has  been  marked  by  steady  progress  in  all 
aspects  of  that  work  which  so  deeply  concerns  us  all.  The  emphasis 
which  your  Board  places  on  research  into  new  methods  of  teaching 
and  training  is  detailed  herein.  Its  importance  is  obvious.  Its  impact 
upon  the  welfare  of  both  present  and  future  generations  can  scarcely 
be  over-estimated.  There  is  a need  for  constant  analysis  and  objec- 
tive evaluation  of  our  own  methods  as  well  as  analytical  comparison 
with  those  of  kindred  organisations  at  home  and  overseas,  if  we  are 
to  fulfill  our  obligation  to  the  children  and  remain  pioneers  and 
leaders  in  this  field  of  endeavour. 

Finally,  I pay  a warm  tribute  to  our  many  clubs,  committees  and 
auxiliaries.  They  have  again  this  year  excelled  themselves  as  indeed 
have  our  numerous  friends  and  staunch  supporters.  Without  the 
interest,  encouragement  and  tangible  support  of  so  many  people  of 
goodwill  our  task  would  be  impossible.

The  total  income  derived  from  all  sources  including 
State  and  Federal  subsidies,  of  which  grateful  acknow- 
ledgment is  made,  was  $2,250,345  — a record  income 
which  showed  an  increase  against  the  previous  year  of 
$178,316  or  8.6%. 

Much  credit  reflects  on  all  those  whose  untiring  efforts 
have  been  directed  to  achieving  this  result  and  the  most 
grateful  thanks  are  expressed. 

The  assiduous  and  enthusiastic  work  of  the  Clubs,  Com- 
mittees and  Auxiliaries  is  a continuing  source  of 
encouragement  and  inspiration  to  the  Board. 

Whilst  your  Directors  are  confident  that  Members  and 
friends  will  approve  policies  and  management  and  will 
peruse  the  Balance  Sheet  and  Revenue  Account  with 
modest  satisfaction,  they  feel  bound  to  emphasise  the 
heavy  financial  commitment  which  the  Institute  faces  in 
the  years  to  come. 

The  cost  of  the  extensions  to  the  Multi-Handicapped 
Blind  School  was  estimated  at  the  commencement  of 
planning  in  1976  at  a total  figure  of  $2,500,000.  Inflation 
in  all  cost  structures  experienced  throughout  the 
nation  indicates  that  the  final  capital  expenditure  will 
be  substantially  in  excess  of  this  amount.  The  Federal 
Government  has  indicated  its  approval  of  a grant  by 
way  of  subsidy  of  4/5ths  of  the  original  estimated  cost. 
In  the  light  of  those  elements  of  cost  escalation  which 
your  Board  cannot  control,  it  would  appear  that  the 
amount  of  $411,000  set  aside  last  year  for  this  new  project 
will  be  insufficient  to  meet  the  Institute’s  proportion  of 
the  capital  cost.  Thus  a substantial  additional  sum  will 


have  to  be  met  from  our  own  resources  and  a large 
proportion  of  the  excess  of  income  over  expenditure  for 
the  year  of  $395,597  will  likely  be  required  to  meet  the 
commitment  for  the  new  buildings  and  equipment.  The 
project  has  now  gone  out  to  tender  and  building  is 
expected  to  commence  early  in  1978. 

Additionally,  the  Institute  faces  increases  in  annual 
recurrent  expenditures.  These  will  escalate  towards  the 
middle  of  1978  when  in-service  training  will  commence 
for  those  teachers  and  teacher  aides  recruited  for  the 
extended  programmes.  The  total  additional  cost  of 
Salaries  and  Wages  when  the  extended  programmes 
become  operative  is  estimated  at  not  less  than  $200,000 
per  annum. 

Whilst  Directors  feel  that  the  position  is  basically  sound, 
the  strictest  economies  will  still  need  to  be  practised. 
There  can  be  no  relaxation  of  drive  and  effort  in  fund- 
raising, no  easing  of  expenditure  controls  and  certainly 
no  feeling  of  complacence.

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Regional  Offices 

The  regional  office  of  the  Royal  Institute  at  Wollongong 
under  the  direction  of  the  Administrator,  Mrs.  Barbara 
Quintrell,  is  now  well  established  and  is  providing  a 
much  needed  service  in  the  lllawarra  District. 

There  are  now  twelve  children  from  the  lllawarra  District 
in  residence  at  the  Centre  and  the  Administrator  works 
in  close  liaison  with  the  Health  Commission  and  the 
N.S.W.  Department  of  Education. 

These  children,  together  with  a further  eight  pre-school 
children  and  all  parents,  have  the  guidance  and  assistance 
of  the  Institute’s  Wollongong-based  Social  Welfare  Officer, 
Mrs.  Audrey  Scruby. 

The  lllawarra  District  extends  from  National  Park  to 
Bateman's  Bay  and  includes  the  Southern  Tablelands 
and  the  towns  of  Moss  Vale,  Bowral  and  Mittagong. 

Both  the  Wollongong  and  Dapto  Lantern  Clubs  have  had 
an  excellent  fund-raising  year  and  a new  Auxiliary,  the 
Light  and  Sound  Committee  has  been  formed  by  an 
enthusiastic  group  of  former  Lovely  Motherhood  Quest 
entrants.  We  thank  the  many  lllawarra  District  mothers 
who  entered  the  Quest  and  worked  so  diligently  to  raise 
funds  for  the  Centre  during  the  year.  It  was  exciting  for 
the  region  to  have  a resident  of  Wollongong,  Mrs.  Colleen 
Roche  win  the  Lovely  Motherhood  Quest  1977. 

The  Northern  Branch,  under  the  direction  of  the  very 
capable  Administrator,  Colin  Styman,  again  had  a splendid 
year,  both  in  assistance  to  many  deaf  and  blind  children 
whose  homes  are  in  the  area,  as  well  as  in  fund-raising. 

Twelve  children  from  the  greater  Newcastle  area  are  now 
in  residence  at  the  North  Rocks  Centre.  The  Newcastle 
office  takes  a keen  interest  in  the  children’s  welfare  and 
parents  are  visited  regularly.  The  Royal  Institute  has 
appointed  a Welfare  Officer  in  Newcastle  to  assist  in 
the  many  problems  of  a welfare  nature  effecting  local 
parents  and  children.  The  Institute’s  Senior  Parent 
Councellor  visits  the  parents  of  pre-school  children  in 
Newcastle  once  each  week.

In  the  continuing  period  of  inflation  and  facing  inescap- 
able and  steep  upward  spirals  in  capital  costs  and 
operational  expenditures,  every  possible  restraint  has 
been  practised,  both  at  The  Centre  and  Head  Office,  and 
the  strictest  economies  have  been  observed. 

Reference  to  the  Revenue  Account  appearing  on  Page  13 
discloses  that  the  Expenditures  have  increased  by 
$289,602  or  18.5%.  Members  will  note,  however,  that  the 
sum  of  $27,493  was  received  into  the  Institute's  revenue 
and  is  shown  as  appropriated  to  and  designated  for 
the  New  Project  Account  to  provide  for  the  Institute's 
commitment  to  the  new  building  extensions  of  the  Multi- 
handicapped Blind  Programme.  Increases  in  Awards 
governing  Salaries  and  Wages  and  the  appointment  of 
additional  professional  and  resource  staff  to  meet 
expansion  of  services  accounted  for  $191,125  or  66% 
of  the  additional  expenditure. 

In  these  areas,  of  course,  your  Board  has  neither  option 
nor  wish  but  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  the  relevant 
Awards. 

Income  from  Legacies  and  Endowments  was  less  than 
the  previous  year  by  $1,239  at  $257,852. 

In  noting  the  decrease  in  the  Item  "Special  Grants, 
Donations,  Functions  and  Appeals"  of  $106,867  it  will  be 
observed  that  the  Channel  TEN  Telethon  in  1976  resulted 
in  a substantial  item  of  additional  "Special  Income”  to 
the  Institute  which  was  not  available  in  the  year  under 
review. 

The  increase  of  $203,500  in  Capital  Investments  is 
regarded  as  satisfactory  although  the  total  of  $767,400 
is  scarcely  proportionately  adequate,  having  in  mind  the

Three  of  the  children  were  formerly  at  our  North 
Rocks  Centre.  The  Institute  has  provided  these  children 
with  all  items  requested  by  the  school  for  use  during 
home  studies,  including  Perkins  Braillers,  cassette  tape 
recorders  and  cassettes,  raised  line  drawing  sets, 
geometry  materials  and  typewriters. 

Your  Board  is  now  planning  establishment  of  Braille 
Libraries  at  both  Regional  Offices.

Kindred  Bodies 

Your  Board  continues  the  liaison  and  on-going  dialogue 
established  over  many  years  with  organisations  having 
common  interests.  These  include  both  State  and  Federal 


Government  instrumentalities  and  departments  as  well 
as  voluntary  agencies. 

The  Board  liaises  with  overseas  and  Australian  organisa- 
tions for  the  education  and  welfare  of  sensorially  handi- 
capped children  — blind,  deaf,  deaf/blind  and  multiply- 
handicapped  blind  — as  a means  of  investigating  the 
efficiency  of  its  own  work  with  and  for  the  children  under 
its  responsibility.  Contact  is  also  maintained  with  the 
Adult  Deaf  Society  of  N.S.W.,  the  Royal  Guide  Dogs  for 
the  Blind  Association  of  Australia  (particularly  the  N.S.W. 
branch),  the  Association  of  Blind  Citizens  of  N.S.W.,  as 
well  as  kindred  organisations  in  other  States,  and  is 
maintained  with  the  Royal  Blind  Society  of  N.S.W.,  whose 
responsibility  is  largely  for  the  adult  blind  in  this  State. 

The  American  Foundation  for  the  Overseas  Blind  has 
recently  changed  its  title  to  the  Helen  Keller  International 
Incorporated,  and  this  body,  together  with  the  American 
Foundation  for  the  Blind,  the  Royal  National  Institute  for 
the  Blind  (United  Kingdom),  the  Royal  National  Institute 
for  the  Deaf  (United  Kingdom),  the  Royal  New  Zealand 
Institute  for  the  Blind,  Ebenzer  School  and  Home  for 
the  Blind  in  Hong  Kong,  and  Singapore  Association  for 
the  Blind,  are  amongst  the  overseas  agencies  with  which 
contact  is  maintained. 

Mr.  J.  T.  Harris,  Deputy  Chief  Executive,  is  a Member  of 
the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Australian  National 
Council  for  the  Blind,  of  which  body  the  Institute  is  a full 
member.  The  Honorary  Secretary  of  the  Institute's  Board, 
Mr.  W.  E.  Hasemer,  M.B.E.,  is  President  of  the  State 
Branch  of  the  National  Council,  of  which  latter  body,  the 
Institute’s  President,  Sir  Garfield  Barwick,  is  National 
Patron. 

Mr.  J.  T.  Harris  represents  the  Institute  on  the  Australian

Mr.  R.  J.  Steele,  Assistant  to  the  Chief  Executive  is  a 
member  of  a special  committee  recently  formed  by  the 
N.S.W.  Liaison  Committee  of  the  Australian  Council  for 
Rehabilitation  of  the  Disabled  to  establish  the  N.S.W. 
Aids  and  Appliances  Display  and  Information  Centre  for 
Sydney.  He  is  also  a member  of  the  Board  of  Directors 
of  the  Combined  Enabling  Trust  of  the  Central  Coast. 

The  Chief  Executive,  Mr.  S.  Swaine,  is  a Member  of  the 
State  Government's  Consultative  Council  on  the  Handi- 
capped and  a Member  of  its  Administration  Committee. 
He  is  a Member  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Australian  Council  for  Rehabilitation  of  the  Disabled  and 
of  its  N.S.W.  Liaison  Committee.

Research  Projects 

Research  Fellow,  Miss  Angela  Wilson,  B.A.  (Hons),  M. A., 
Diploma  in  Deaf  Education,  M.A.A.T.D.  has  been  inten- 
sively occupied  over  the  past  three  years  as  a member 
of  the  Institute's  staff  during  which  period  she  was  on 
leave  from  the  N.S.W.  Department  of  Education,  in  her 
task  of  researching  areas  which  promised  improved 
methods  and  techniques  in  imparting  acquisition  of 
language  and  of  language  comprehension  to  profoundly 
and  severely  deaf  children. 

Miss  Wilson  has  investigated  methods  and  techniques 
throughout  Australia  and  New  Zealand  and  in  the  United 
States.  She  is  presently  working  to  this  end  in  the  United 
Kingdom  and  Europe,  returning  in  December  of  this  year 
to  finalise  her  report  and  recommendations. 

These  will  be  submitted  to  the  Joint  Committee  consisting 
of  representatives  of  the  N.S.W.  Department  of  Education, 
Macquarie  University  and  the  Institute,  which  your  Board 
established  at  the  commencement  of  the  project.  Your 
Directors  are  sanguine  as  to  the  propects  of  improved 
programmes  and  teaching  techniques  in  deaf  education, 
and  look  forward  to  receiving  the  recommendations  of 
the  Joint  Committee. 

The  substantial  subsidies  received  from  the  Ramaciotti 
Foundations  over  the  three  year  term  of  this  important 
research  programme  are  deeply  appreciated.  Without  this 
help  the  project  could  scarcely  have  been  undertaken. 

Joint  Programme  by  Macquarie  University 
and  The  Institute 

Mr.  Michael  Eisner,  Chairman  of  the  Welfare  Committee 
of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Royal  New  South  Wales 
Institute  for  Deaf  and  Blind  Children;  Professor  Richard 
Seddon,  Professor  of  Education  and  Head  of  School  of 
Education  and  Professor  James  Ward,  Professor  of 
Special  Education  and  Director  of  the  Special  Education 
Centre  at  Macquarie  University,  recently  jointly  an- 
nounced details  of  this  important  project,  the  planning 
for  which  has  been  in  progress  over  the  last  year. 

A three-year  programme  will  be  initiated  beginning  in 
January  1978  to  establish  a Field-Based  Investigation  into 
Instructional  Programming  for  Multi-Handicapped  Blind 
and  Deaf/Blind  Children. 

This  Programme  will  be  concerned  with  the  development 
of  educational  curricula  which  incorporate  the  latest 
advances  in  instructional  technology  and  instructional 
engineering  for  children  0-15  years  of  age. 

It  is  proposed  that  these  developmental  programmes 
take  the  form  of  a co-operative  action  research  project 
involving  on  the  one  hand  the  present  instructional  and 
care  staff  for  these  children  at  the  North  Rocks  Centre, 
and  on  the  other  hand  research  educators  working  under 
the  direction  and  supervision  of  senior  researchers  in 
Special  Education  from  the  Macquarie  University  School 
of  Education. 

The  President  and  Directors  of  the  Institute  regard  it  as 
most  important  that,  with  the  extension  of  programmes 
and  the  growth  of  population  of  multi-handicapped 
children  expected  at  the  North  Rocks  Centre  within 
the  next  twelve  months,  valid  research  programmes  be 
initiated.  This  applies  particularly  to  the  intake  of  a 
considerable  number  of  Multi-Handicapped  Blind  Children 


when  the  required  buildings  for  schools  and  residences 
are  completed. 

The  Programme  will  develop,  expand  and  refine  for  this 
population  a curriculum  which  is  carefully  structured, 
finely  graded  (using  task  analysis  techniques)  and 
described  in  terms  of  measurable  results  to  be  achieved 
within  each  of  several  categories  of  skilled  behaviour. 
The  curriculum  will  therefore  cover  skills  in  the  following 
areas:  self-help,  gross  motor,  fine  motor,  social,  com- 
munication, pre-academic  and  basic  academic.  The 
Education  and  Training  Programme  will  begin  by  deter- 
mining the  child's  level  of  competence.  Undoubtedly 
all  children  will  not  be  either  pre-academic  or  basically 
academic  and  the  scope  of  the  programme  will  extend 
into  non-academic  training  areas. 

Miss.  Angela  Wilson  who  has  been  employed  as  a 
Research  Fellow  with  the  Royal  Institute  during  the  past 
three  years  will  join  the  permanent  staff  of  the  Institute 
as  the  Research  Co-ordinator  in  the  new  Programme.  The 
Assistant  Co-ordinator  will  be  Mrs.  Kristen  Nicholls  who 
is  an  American  citizen.  She  will  arrive  from  the  United 
States  in  December  to  take  up  her  appointment. 
Estimated  cost  of  this  most  important  step  in  research, 
which,  hopefully  will  become  a yardstick  for  like  pro- 
grammes as  they  emerge  throughout  Australia,  is  $105,000 
to  which  the  Institute  is  committed  over  a three-year 
period.

The  Honorary 
Secretary,  Mr.  Walter  Hasemer,  gave  details  of  the  fund- 
raising results  of  each  Club  for  the  year  and  during  the 
luncheon  presented  Life  Membership  Certificates  to 
members  and  supporters  of  Lantern  Clubs  in  recognition 
of  their  outstanding  service  to  the  Royal  Institute. 

The  Lantern  Club  Movement  under  the  leadership  of  the 
President  of  the  Central  Council  of  Lantern  Clubs, 
Mrs.  Jean  van  Nooten,  now  comprises  34  Clubs  in  the 
city,  metropolitan  and  country  areas.  It  is  heartening  to 
note  that  the  newest  Lantern  Club  in  Goulburn  is  thriving. 
The  launching  of  a number  of  new  Clubs  is  iminent,  as 
the  Movement  continues  to  expand. 

A particularly  venturesome  function  was  organised  by 
the  Cronulla  Lantern  Club  this  year,  when  they  held  their 
first  “Lantern  Light”  Ball,  which  was  a complete  financial 
success.  A year  of  most  praiseworthy  effort  came  from 
Ryde  Lantern  Club  which  raised  over  $20,000,  indeed  a 
magnificent  sum. 

During  the  year,  the  new  “Light  and  Sound”  Committee 
was  formed  in  Wollongong.  Members  of  the  Committee 
comprise  former  lllawarra  entrants  in  the  Lovely  Mother- 
hood Quest.  President  of  the  Committee  is  Mrs.  Colleen 
Roche,  the  winner  of  the  1976/77  Quest. 

The  total  amount  raised  by  Committees,  Auxiliaries  and 
Clubs  including  their  contributions  to  the  Lovely  Mother- 
hood Quest  and  Pen  Days,  set  a record  of  $226,000.

Overall  costs  in  conducting  Art  Unions  rose  considerably 
but  unavoidably  during  the  year.

The  Australian  Opera  Company,  having  visited  the  Deaf 
and  Blind  Children's  Centre,  are  devoted  to  the  children 
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of  North  Rocks  and  have  organised  visits  by  large  groups 
of  deaf  and  blind  children  to  Dress  Rehearsals  and 
Performances  throughout  the  year.  The  children  derive 
a lasting  pleasure  from  these  excursions. 

Apex  Appeal 

Thirty  eight  Apex  Clubs  in  Sydney,  Wollongong  and 
Newcastle  held  their  1977  Traffic  Light  Appeal  in  March. 
Members  of  30  Clubs  in  Sydney  manned  the  busiest 
traffic  islands  in  their  areas,  armed  with  collection  boxes, 
buckets  and  eye-catching  posters.  Taft  Industries  made 
bright  yellow  eye-catching  safety  jackets  free-of-charge 
for  Apex  Club  members  to  wear.

The  Guest  Speaker  was  Mr.  S.  Swaine,  the 
Institute's  Chief  Executive.  Children  from  the  North  Rocks 
Central  School  for  Blind  Children  entertained  the  mem- 
bers and  joined  them  for  lunch  afterwards.  The  Honorary 
Secretary,  Mr.  Walter  Hasemer,  gave  details  of  the  fund- 
raising results  of  each  Club  for  the  year  and  during  the 
luncheon  presented  Life  Membership  Certificates  to 
members  and  supporters  of  Lantern  Clubs  in  recognition 
of  their  outstanding  service  to  the  Royal  Institute. 

The  Lantern  Club  Movement  under  the  leadership  of  the 
President  of  the  Central  Council  of  Lantern  Clubs, 
Mrs.  Jean  van  Nooten,  now  comprises  34  Clubs  in  the 
city,  metropolitan  and  country  areas.  It  is  heartening  to 
note  that  the  newest  Lantern  Club  in  Goulburn  is  thriving. 
The  launching  of  a number  of  new  Clubs  is  iminent,  as 
the  Movement  continues  to  expand. 

A particularly  venturesome  function  was  organised  by 
the  Cronulla  Lantern  Club  this  year,  when  they  held  their 
first  “Lantern  Light”  Ball,  which  was  a complete  financial 
success.  A year  of  most  praiseworthy  effort  came  from 
Ryde  Lantern  Club  which  raised  over  $20,000,  indeed  a 
magnificent  sum. 

During  the  year,  the  new  “Light  and  Sound”  Committee 
was  formed  in  Wollongong.  Members  of  the  Committee 
comprise  former  lllawarra  entrants  in  the  Lovely  Mother- 
hood Quest.

The  total  amount  raised  by  Committees,  Auxiliaries  and 
Clubs  including  their  contributions  to  the  Lovely  Mother- 
hood Quest  and  Pen  Days,  set  a record  of  $226,000. 

Art  Unions 

Overall  costs  in  conducting  Art  Unions  rose  considerably 
but  unavoidably  during  the  year.  However,  it  is  gratifying 
to  note  that  despite  these  difficulties  the  total  amount 
raised  was  $59,353  — the  second  highest  total  achieved 
since  we  commenced  Art  Union  operations  almost  20 
years  ago.
